‘¢ that the feveral laftructions to Mr. /oedward, his 
«¢ Majefty’s Minifter in Po/azd, in the Year 1729, hhoul 
“< be laid before the Houfe. 

«¢ It is very well known, Sir, that the Jate King of Py. 
“© Jand was at that Time in a bad State of Health, fo bad 
“© that even his Life was defpaired of, and threfore we 
«© need not doubt, but that there were fome Meafures 
‘<< then laid down for regulating, or at leaft infi .encing the 
‘© Election of a new King: As we had a Miniiter there 
<< at that Time, it is as little to be doubted, but that we 
were at leaft confulted, perhaps, by all Parties con 
«* cerned; we had a Right to intermeddle, becaufe there 


«¢ are, [ believe, fome Treaties fubfifting between us and 
«© the Republick of Pe/and; and we were certainly inte- 
cc 


‘ refted in that great Event, becaufe of the extentfive 
‘«¢ Trade carried on by our Subjects in that fruitfal King- 
“dom: "Tis true, the then King of Po/and happened to 
live for a few Years after; but it is probable that the 
Meafures then agreed on were much the fame with 
thofe which have been fince purfued ; or at leaft that 
the Meafures then concerted, very much influenced 
fome of thofe Meafures which have been fince carried 
into Execution: For this Reafon I fhould be glad to 
fee, and I think it is abfolutely neceffary tor this Houle 
to fee the Inftractions at leaft, that were fent to out 
Minifters at that Time, before we can determine "y 
Thing as to the State in which we ftand at prefent, with 
Refpect to the War now unhappily begun in Eurcpe, 
and therefore I have taken the Liberty to make you 
this Motion, which I hope the Houfe will agree to. 
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This Motion being feconded by Mr. Ch——-—d,_ there 
enfued upon it a Debate, in which the following Gentle-

‘. Vhere are fome Gentlemen, -Sir, who feem to have 
laid it down as 2 Principle, that every Thing that's 
wrong, happen in what Corner of Europe jt will, mot 
be owing to the Mifmanifement of the Minifters of 
Great-Britain, and thofe Gertlemén do all they caa to 
periwade other People to think in the fame Manner, 
but to imagifie, that if any} wrong Steps have been made 
by any Power ih Europe, with Regard to the Election 
of a King of Pefzad, they muft be owing to the Mit- 
conduct of our Minifiers, or to imagine, that any In 
{tructions given to our Minifter in Po/aad in the Year 
1729, can have any Relation to what has Jately happen 
ed either in that or any other Kingdom in Furcpe, has 
really fomething fo ridiculous in it, that I can hardly 
believe the Gentleman was in earneft, when he made 
the Motion.

Hove any of them prophefied, that the 
King of Sardinia would grant a Paflage to the Frenc

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The Reafon he gave for his Motion was a very flrong 
ove, fo ftrong that it has not as yet met with any An- 
{wer ; for if it fhould appear, that we, at the Time he 
mentions, concerred Meafures in Conjunction with o- 
ther Powers, tor regulating or influencing the next 


‘ Election of a King of Po/and, and that the’Plan then 
‘ Jaid down has been fince purfued, thefe Inftructions 


will certainly inform us, and from thence we may 
know a little more of our prefent Situation than we 


‘ do at prefent : But I find, Sir, if the Opinion of fome 


Gentlemen prevail, we are to have no Information at 
all; and in that Cafe, how we can anfwer his Maje- 
fty’s Expectations, who defires our Advice and A fhiit- 
aace, I leave to every Gentleman to judge.

The Gentleman likewife talked of Pamphlets: I Sir, 
have likewife feen a Pamphlet, lately pubdlifhed, and 
whether from the Stile it.is wrote in, or the Per- 
plexity in the Way of thinking, which is difcovered 
inevery Part of it, I think I can be almoft certain as 
tothe Author of it. (Here he gave a Defcription of 


the Perfon he fuppofed to be the Author of it.) «© The 
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whole of this fine Performance refults in this, That 
the Nation is in a very bad Situation ; forething mutt 
be done, but what is to be done the Author does not 
know : If we do one Thing, we are ftill in the fame 
Situation we were before, perhaps worfe; if we do 
another Thing, our Cafe will ftill be the fame : In fhort, 
he at lait leaves us in the fame wretched Condition he 
found us ; upon which, Sir, I muft fuppofe this Cafe : 
Suppofe a Ph fician to have a Patient for fome Time 
under his Hands ; the Patient lingers and decays, and 
at lait finds himfelf in fo low and weak a Condition, 
that he begins to defpair; the Phy‘ician’s fent for, 
the Patient complains, and asks what muifi he done? 
The Doétor anfwers gravely, Sir, yon are indeed in a 
very bad State: There are but two or three Ways of 
treating your Diftemper, and I aim atraid ~~ of 

them 
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** them will do; a Vomit may throw you jato Co, mee 
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vullions, and kill you at once; a Purge may give you 
a Diarrhea, which would certainly carry you off ing 
fhorr time ; and to bleed you, Sir, I have already bled 
you fo much, and fo often, that you can bear jt no 
loager : In fach a Situation would aot the Patient pro. 
bably exclaim agawft his Doctor, aud fay, Sir, you 
have always pretended fo be a reguiar Phyfician, but! 
have found you to be an arrant Quack ; I had anex, 
cellent Conftitution when I came firit into your Hands, 
but you have quite deftroyed ic ; and now I find I have 
io other Chance for faving my Life, but by calling for 
the Help of fome relugar Phyficians. 

** Bat, Sir, to be altogether ferious, for the Subject is 
really of a very {erious Nature ; if Gentlemen havea 
Mind to do Something for the Safety of the Nation in 


* our prefeat melancholly Circumftances, and ferioufly to 


isk the Advice aad Affiftance of Parliament, tho 
Things that are necefary for our Information, muf 
sot be denied: Their being refufed by a Majority, 
which feems to be almoft the only Argument urged by 
Gentlemea who oppo thefe Motions, will not have 
any Weight with the Nation, Gentlemen, ‘tis true, 
maft acquiefce in what is done by the Majority, but 
it will not have all that Foree without Doors, as fome 
may inagiae. I know, Sir, it is not allowable to fay 
any ‘Thing agaiaft what is done by a Majority of this 
toufe 5 but ¢here are certain Methods of Speaking, 
witch are not againft Order, and which might, not- 
withRainding, make Gentlemen feel, chat an Anfwer 
could be given, even to that unanfwerable Argument, 
of its having been Gone by a Majority. |

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% In a late Debate, Sir, Gentlemen found Faale with 
the Que‘tion then moyed, becaufe of its being too ge- 
neral: They defired that we would be a little more 
particular, and lay our Finger upon fome Paper or
